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(g) Spring clip device for hanging handbags and the like from the edge of a table. 

@ There is combined with a spring clip member (1-3-7) - of the type for engaging on the edge (B) of a 
table top (T) to hold a tablecloth (N) - a hook element (5) from which a handbag (S) or the like may be 
hung. 
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Spring clip members are known which are pushed 
onto the edge of a table to secure a tablecloth or the 
like in the wind and/or to stop the tablecloth slipping 
about. 

It is also known that it is difficult to put down 5 
objects with handles, such as handbags, attache 
cases and the like when sitting around a table, espe- 
cially as such objects have to be watched owing to the 
fact that they contain objects of real or sentimental 
value, and must also be protected from any kind of 10 
possible damage. The invention proposes a rational 
solution to this problem, with obvious advantages that 
will be clear from the text that follows. 

Basically, the device according to the invention 
comprises a spring clip member of the type for engag- 15 
ing on the edge of a table top - generally to hold a tab- 
lecloth - and combined with said spring clip member 
a hook element from which a handbag or the like may 
be hung. 

Advantageously said hook element may be in the 20 
shape of a bracket and pointing in the opposite direc- 
tion from the spring clip and therefore outwards from 
the table top onto which the device is pushed, or alter- 
natively inwards. 

The spring clip member may be provided on the 25 
top with a plate element or tray element (such as an 
ashtray) suitable for carrying promotional messages, 
serving to compensate for the greater cost of the 
device compared with the simple conventional spring 
clip member. 30 

The drawing shows a possible embodiment of the 
invention and in particular 

Figs 1, 2 and 3 show a side view of the device 

applied to a table top shown in section, a plan 

view and a perspective view of one embodiment 35 

of the device; 

Figs 4, 5 and 6 show the device in use in perspec- 
tive view, the device on its own in perspective 
view and another modified equivalent form of the 
device in partial cross-section; and 40 
Figs 7 and 8 show other equivalent forms of the 
device. 

As shown in the attached drawing, T indicates the 
top of a table from whose edge B may hang a tablec- 
loth N which covers the table and must optionally be 45 
securable by a spring clip member. 

The device according to the invention and 
according to Figs 1 to 3 comprises a plate element 1 
from which extends a stirrup with a downward portion 
at right angles 3, which is then extended by an ext- 50 
remity 5 forming a bracket shaped as a carrying hook 
disposed outside of or underneath the edge B; to this 
bracket extremity 5 is fixed in any suitable way a 
leafspring member 7 which extends in the opposite 
direction to the hook 5 and has a bent part 7A, with 55 
which the plate element 1 forms the spring clip mem- 
ber, so that the device can be engaged on the edge 
B of the table T to secure, if applicable, a possible tab- 



lecloth N laid over it When the device described is 
pushed onto the edge of the table then, in addition to 
the possible function of holding the tablecloth N, it 
offers a means of suspending a handbag S which may 
be hung by the strap or the handle M or the like, from 
the bracket hook 5 which is stabilised by the pushing 
of the device onto the table T. 

The plate element 1 may be shaped in a suitable 
way to carry an advertising message, which may have 
a function such as to compensate for the possible gre- 
ater cost of the device as compared with the conven- 
tional tablecloth grip and may be an effective means 
of publicity. 

According to the equivalent solution in Figs 4, 5 
and 6, where corresponding elements are indicated 
by the same references, the plate element 1 is mod- 
ified in the form of a tray element 1 1 , which may have 
various functions in particular the function of an 
ashtray too, as well as offering the possibility of pre- 
senting highly visible advertising messages on the 
table as in the preceding case. 

The equivalent solution in Fig. 7 provides a retrac- 
tion of the hook 5 substantially beneath the part 1 (or 
11). This ensures greater stability even if a greater 
weight is hung from it, and better protection of the bag. 

The solution in Fig. 8 has the hook 55 pointing 
inwards (rather than outwards) producing the same 
greater stability and protection, and a greater obstacle 
to a possible sneak thief. 



Claims 

1. Multi-purpose device, comprising a spring clip 
member of the type for engaging on the edge of 
a table top - generally to hold a tablecloth • and 
combined with said spring clip member a hook 
element from which a handbag or the like may be 
hung. 

2. Device according to Claim 1, in which said hook 
element is pointing in the opposite direction from 
the spring clip and therefore outwards. 

3. Device according to Claim 1, in which said hook 
element is pointing inwards. 

4. Device according to any preceding claim, in 
which said spring clip member is provided on the 
top with a plate element or tray element (such as 
an ashtray) suitable for carrying promotional mes- 
sages. 
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
